In  evaluating  cost  per  capita,  n^te  should  be  taken  that  cost  of 
investigation,  ambulance  service,  morgue  facilities,  janitorial 
services,  burial  of  indigent  peace  time  veterans,  etc.,  are  provided 
in  this  budget.   Many  jurisdictions  having  seemingly  lower  costs 
may  be  found  tc  have  these  services  provided  by  other  agencies  as 
police,  county  hospitals,  works  department,  etc.,  but  no  less  a 
public  expense  even  if  not  showing  in  the  Coroner's  budget.   Further 
allowance  should  be  m.&e  for  r  lative  standards  of  practice  as 
reflected  in  the  number  of  autopsies  performed  in  relation  to  the 
total  deaths  in  the  community.
